stage despite the pandemonium; 
then left the auditorium building 
through a rear door. Mrs. Ken- 
nedy was hit in the stomach by 
a gesticulating cheerleader trying 
to drown out the hecklers, btt) 
she -quickly recovered her com 
posura.

tariff authority are key factors in 
the campaign. 


Hays said there is "a move 


afoot to establish a criterion for 
patriotism," but he added that 
"we must hold onto the right to 
differ."
